Gambling operations in Madi- 
son county, which resumed on a 
limited basis in July, have been 
shut down completely as a re- 
sult of pressure from the office 
of Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson in 
Springfield, the Post-Dispatch

Democrats at Springfield and 

those seeking office in Madison 
county became angry when law 
enforcement officials of the coun- 
ty, who are not seeking office in 
the November election, failed to 
act against gambling despite pub- 
lished reports of the reopening, it 
was learned. 
They argued in party circles 
that, in addition to the moral is- 
sue, it would be a crude political | 
mistake to permit the gamblers 
to operate. Supporters of Gov. 
Stevenson and of Fred P. Schu- 
man, Democratic candidate for 
state’s attorney, stepped up the 
pressure as Republicans injected 
the gambling issue into the cam- 
paign. ,

RUSSIANS LIFT 
ROAD BLOCKADE AT 
PATROL THROUGE

Two British Officers

BERLIN, Sept. 11 (AP)—The 
Russians lifted their blockade of 
a highway. strip between . the 
American sector and the Adlied 
border checkpoint at least tem- 
porarily at noon today to let an 
American military police patrol 
Eo through. 

The jeep proceeded without 
being hindered. by Russian seh- 
tries who had halted earlier pa- 
trols this morning. 

Gen. Vasily M. Chuikov, chief 
of the Soviet Control Commission, 
notified American authorities to- 
night officially that the road 
blockade had been lifted by his 
order. 

The Americans and British had 
used this road ever since 1945 
to bring their relief teams to the 
Dreilindén checkpoint for border 
duty until the Russians imposed 
their blockade three days ago. 
They halted all daytime patrols 
but apparently withdrew their 
guard detail at night, thus en- 
abling the night relief teams to 
go through unmolested. 

American officials speculated 
that the lifting of this _ restric- 
tion today may have been a re- 
sult of United States High Com- 
missioner Walter J. Donnelly’s 
personal intervention with Chui- 
kov on Tuesday. 


British Officers Released. 


Meanwhile, two British army 
officers arrested in the Russian 
sector of Berlin were released to- 
@ay by Soviet authorities but 
there still was no word of three 
other Britons missing on an au- 
tomobile trip to West Germany. 

A British army spokesman said 
the two officers, who had been 
arrested yesterday apparently 
while sightseeing in Soviet Ber- 
liny were turned over to a British 
liaison team at Soviet headquar- 
ters in Karlshorst. | | 
No other details were disclosed. 
British officials “announced last 
night they’ had- demanded that the 
Soviet K command release the 
officers. 

There ‘apparently was no con- 
eeh their case and 
the other three missing Britons 
who started from the western sec- 
tors of the Red-encircled city to 
drive along the superhighway to 
West Germany. 

Three Still Missing. 


Late last night the three, .all 
enlisted men, still had not reached 
the Soviet-British checkpoint at 
Helmstedt, about 100 rhiles west 
of Berlin: The British command- 
ant here disclosed he had written 
to Russian authorities regarding 
the whereabouts of the soldiers. 

An American Public Health 
Service representative was re- 
leased to United States authori- 
ties in Berlin today after having 
been held for more than two days 
in the Russian zone. 

An American announcement 
said Elmer L. Babb of Lebanon, 
Me., was arrested by the Russians 
after the truck he was driving to 
Berlin with X-ray equipment for 
the United States Consulate here 
skidded off the road through the 
Russian zone into a ditch last 
Monday night. 


American Not Mistreated. 


Babb was not mistreated during 
his detention, the announcement 
added. \He is attached to the 
United States Embassy in Paris 
and had High Commission travel 
orders for the trip to Berlin. 

The slightly ed truck and 
the equipment also were turned 
over to United States authorities 
this morning. 

The United States, British and 
French commandants here met for 
three hours yesterday to discuss 
the highway blockade situation, 
but did not announce any counter 
action. 

Donnelly had told reporters 
earlier that the Western approach 
to the problem would be worked 
out, by the Allied commanders.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 11—The

Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Ils 
nois, Democratic presidential 
nominee, changed the tenor of 
his California junket yesterday 
to criticize Gen, Dwight D. Ei 
senhower for indorsing the can- 
didacy of isolationist Senator Wil+ 
liam Jenner of Indiana, a man 
who has called Gen. George C, 
Marshall, Eisenhower’s patron 
and friend, “ a front man for 
traitors” and “a living lie.” 

In Indianapolis Tuesday night 
Eisenhower, Republican candi 
date, was introduced by Jenner, 
who is in a desperate race for 
re-election, His opponent is the 
popular Indiana governor, Demo- 
cratic Henry Schricker. Eisen- 
rhower appealed to In voters _ 
to “spare no effort” to re-elect 


Jefiner and other Republican can- 
idates, 


Stevenson’s Comment. 

Here is what\ Stevenson said 
at Fresno: 

“I was interested to see in his 
speech iast night,.in his little 
chalk talk on teamwork in bas- 
ketball, that my distinguished op- 
ponent included on his team cer- 
tain people. He has also said 
that he believes that the vast ma- 
jority of federal employes are 
honest, conscientious, decent, 
God-fearing people, I think that, 
too, but he has included on his 
team some people who don’t evi- 
dently think they are patriotic, 
honest, God-fearing people. He 
has included on his team people 
who have called Gen. Marshall, 
one of the greatest batriots this 
country has produced in the last 
generation, a traitor to his coun- 
try. I am distressed at this and 
I say so here with the utmost can- 
dor and clarity.” ‘ 

Stevenson had no comment to 
make on the renomination Tues- 
day of Senator Joseph R. Me- 
Carthy of Wisconsin, the expon- 
ent of McCarthyism who is some- 
times outdone by Jenner. Eisen- 
hower has yet to fepudiate Mc- 
Carthyism. He is expected to go 
into Wisconsin soon and give fur- 
ther evidence of his intentions. 
McCarthy also has attacked 
Marshall. 


Eisenhower’s Dilemma. 
McCarthy and Jenner are mem- 
bers of the Senate “class of 1946,” 
which includes Senator James P., 
Kem of Missouri. It is Eisen- 
hower’s misfortune that if he re- 
pudiates these men, whose views 
are antithetical to his own, he 
might throw the election. : 
He is expected to indorse them 
all, therefore, in an effort 
make them members of

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 11 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower and Sen- 
ator Richard Nixon today were 
placed on the Texas ballot. under 
a Democratic party label. 

Secretary of State “Jack Ross 
said he had accepted the filing 
of a new party, the “Texas Demo- 
cratic Party,” with presidential 
electors identical with those 
named by the Republican state 
convention. 

This means there will be two 
columns on the ballot . labeled 
“Democratic party” and’ one. la- 
beled “Republican party.” 

One Democratic column will 
carry the names of Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson and Senator John 
Sparkman. 

The state Democratic conven- 
tion earlier this week refused to 
sanction two Democratic ®olumns 
—one bearing names of the Re- 
publican nominees and the other 
names of the Democratic. nom- 
inees. 

Ross said today’s filing was 
done by four men who said a con- 
vention of the Texas Democratic 
party was held in Dallas yester- 
day. 

The petition was in order and 
“IT am accepting it fora place on 
the ballot,” Ross said. 

The four men -who were the 
apparent founders of the new 
party were C. C. Hayley Sr., 
chairman of the convention; John 
C. Cox Jr., convention secretary; 
Allen. Wight, chairman of the 
state. executive committee, and 
Spencer Carver, committee secre- 
tary. 

Hayley and Wight are from 
Dallas, Home towns of the other 
two were not given.

Change in Resistance. 

Dr. Davis believes the move- 
ment of the hairs brings about a 
change of resistance to the steady 
flow of electric current passing 
through the inner ear, and this 
change releases the relatively 
large amount of energy needed to 
transmit impulses through the 
nerve fibers.

Defense Officials Deny Spending 
' IsNear Peak, Forecast 1953 Rise RENEWED TILL JAN: 


Flatly Contradict President’s New Economic 
Adviser, Whose Statement Is Blamed 
for Stock Market Fall.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11—Top 
Defense Department budget offi- 
cials yesterday flatly contradicted 
the statement earlier this week of 
Robert C. Turner, newest mem- 
ber of the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, that defense 
expenditures have “virtually 
reached their peak.” _.. 

Turner’s statement, made after 
his swearing in Monday, was re- 
garded by some stock market ex- 
perts in New York as a possible 
cause of the sharp downturn in 
the market Tuesday, a downturn 
which continued in milder form 
yesterday. 

Defense Department Facts. 

The actual faets on defense 
spending, according to the De- 
fense Department, are as follows: 

Current outlays (eliminating an 
August downturn occasioned by 
the steel strike) are at the rate 
of 12 billion dollars to 12 and a 
half billion dollars a quarter. 

The peak outlay will be reached 
In the second quarter of calendar 
vear 1953, and will last through 
the end of the year. This outlay 
| will be between 14 billion and 15 
| billion dollars a quarter. 

The Defense Department’s fig- 
(ures cover only “military func- 
| tions’ —thaf is, all spending by 
the Department ef Defense on do- 
mestic military needs. However,

with McCarthy before and ex- 
pected to do so at times in the 
future. :

With Blue Scarves, Other Insignia 


New Markings to ‘Enhance Prestige’— Units 
| Ready for Combat Will Get ‘ 
Shoulder Cords. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (UP) 
—The Army -will glamorize its 
infantrymen next month with 
blue neck scarves and other dis- 
tinctive insignia, it was learned 
today. 

A new regulation, effective 
Oct. 1, authorizes the new mark- 
ings to “enhance the. prestige of 
the infantry soldier and to identi- 
fy the combat-ready infantry 
units of the active Army.” . 

Most noticeable additions will 
be shoulder cords and rayon neck 
scarves of light infantry blue, 
worn by both officers and enlist- 
ed men assigned to infantry units. 
‘The cord will be awarded te units 
which have completed training. 
Troops of other branches of 
the Army will be authorized to 
wear scarves in the colors of their

State to Appeal Decision

TOLEDO, O., Sept. 11 (UP)— 
Ohio censorship of newsreels was 
ruled unconstitutional here yes- 
terday. 

Municipal ‘Judge Frank Wiley 
ruled state laws providing prior 
censorship of newsreels are in 
violation of the Ohio and United 
States Constitutions. He said the 
state statutes ‘no longer meet the 
tests of constitutionality now re- 
quired by the Supreme Court de- 
cision particularly as regards to 
newsreels. | 

The decision arose from a court 
action started by the State Di- 
vision of Film Censorship against 
Martin G, Smith, operator of the 
Westwood theater here. Smith 
showed an uncensored newsreel 
last July 17 to instigate a -test 
case in a drive of the Motion 
Picture Association of America 
and independent theater owners 


of Ohio to declare the law un- 
constitutional.

He pointed to a defense depos!- 
tion which showed that a $3 fee 
had to be paid on each print of 
a newsreel. The industry said 
that with 62 prints normally made 
of each newsreel for showing each 
week in Ohio, the newsreel’s gross 
revenue averaged only $21. — 

Judge Wiley said the $3 fee 
was discriminatory because it 
singled out one method of dis- 
seminating information against 
all others, violating protection 
clauses of state and federal con- 
stitutions. He said the charge 
actually constitutes taxing of 
films and thereby the exercise of 
“a form of prior restraint which 
violates the constitutional’ guar- 
antees of freedom of speech and 
press.” |

FROM-LIFE PAINTING 


OF SHAKESPEARE 
REPORTED FOUND 


CAPETOWN, South _— Africa, 
Sept. 11 (AP)—Prof. G. Wilson 
Knight of Leeds University, Eng- 
land, says he has found in a pri- 
vate collection here a contempo- 
rary portrait of William Shakes- 
peare. The Shakespearean -lec- 
turer says it is the first to be 
turned up since the bard’s death 
336 years ago. 

The 9-by-7-inch oil painting on 
an oak panel is owned by Capt. 
D. M. K. Marendaz, an art con- 
noisseur who has published many 
books and papers on old masters. 
Marendaz said yesterday he. was 
convinced the portrait was paint- 
ed from life between. 1606 and 
1616. He identified the artist as 
a Dutchman, Paulus van Somer, 
who was a court paiftter in Eng- 
land for King James I. 

The painting shows Shakes- 
peare wearing a large white col- 
lar over a black’ doublet. In his 
ear is a circular earring. 


At Stratford, Shakespeare’s 
birthplace, officials at the British 
National Museum said it is “not 
impossible” that the painting is 
genuine, “but it has yet to be 
proved that any of the existing 
portraits were painted during 
Shakespeare’s lifetime.”

Stuck With ‘McCarthy 


Senator McCarthy won an impressive victory 
fn Wisconsin’s Republican primary, but the full 
verdict on his record is yet to be rendered. It 


. will be delivered at the general election, Nov. 4, 


and the decisive factor will: be the votes of 
* 300,000 or more Wisconsin citizens who did not 
— BO to the polls in the primary. 

Judging by preliminary figures, the total vote 
in the Republican primary Tuesday was betweén 
five and six times as large as the total Demo- 
cratic vote. Lest any ly conelpde that 
this ratio guarantees a Republican victory in 
November, it should be noted that in 1948 the 
Republicans polled six times as many. votes in 
the primary as the Democrats—yet their presi- 
dential nominee lost to President Truman by 
56,000. 

Senator McCarthy \ won election in 1946 with 
620,000 votes to his Democratic opponent’s 378,- 
000. Two years later, however, President Tru- 
man rolled up 647,000 votes to carry Wisconsin. 
And in 1950 Thomas A. Fairchild, who is to be 
McCarthy’s Democratic opponent in November, 
received the surprising total of 515,000 votes in 
an unsuccessful race against Senator Wiley, who 
won by 80,000. 

The record suggests that Mr. Fairchild is by 
no means a weak candidate, and that the Demo- 
cratic strength does not begin to show up fully 
in Wisconsin’s primary. How much Democratic 
strength there will be in November depends 
very largely upon the presidential contest. 

An Eisenhower victory in Wisconsin ‘would 
almost inevitably assure a McCarthy victory; 
but should Gov. Stevenson equal or surpass 
President Truman’s vote-getting ability there, he 
might very well carry Mr. Fairchild with him. 

The decision will turn on the thousands of 
silent voters who did not come out for the pri- 
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 gorrecting, it will seem to many St. Louisans, 


mary but undoubtedly will participate in the — 


general election. Wisconsin normally casts a 
presidential vote of 1,200,000’ or 1,300,000 as 
compared with somewhat more than 900,000 who 
cast ballots in the primary. 

There is no question, after the primary, that 
the Republicans of Wisconsin are stuck with 
McCarthy.

School Board Partisanship 

The St. Louis School Board’s wrangle over 
adoption of a code of ethics to guide the official 
conduct of members and executive officers em- 
phasizes once again the wide pat ora the 
board itself. 

On one side is the so-called Citizens’ group, 
representing a minority of five in the 12-mem- 
ber board. It includes William Charles, H. M. 
Stolar, Henry O. Whiteside, Dr. Frank L. Wright 
and Board President Charles H. Christel. 

The other faction is composed of Charles J. 
Dver, James F. Morrell, William Schumacher, 
Mrs. Irma Friede and J. Harry Pohiman, who 
was absent when the latest ‘hassle developed. 
More often than not the Dyer group is joined 
by James J. Fitzgerald and Oscar A. Ehrhardt. 

The code of ethics had been written by Mr. 
Charles of the Citizens’ bloc. But the Dyer fac- 
tion, with the assistance of Mr. Fitzgerald and 
Mr. Ehrhardt, had been able to knock out three 
of its provisions. Shortly thereafter, the board 
became entangled in a parliamentary snarl and 
erroneously adopted the code in its entirety. 

When the error became clear to Mr. Stolar, 
he attempted to rectify it. But the Dyer group 
and its allies, so accustomed have they become 
to ignoring suggestions from Mr. Stolar and 
others in the Citizens’ bloc, quickly defeated 
the proposal. In so doing, they nullified all their 
previous work of the evening and the eritire 
code went into the books. 

Whether the code as presently written is en- 
forceable is a question, since some of its provi- 
sions may be so broad as to be virtually mean- 
ingless. Both Mr. Fitzgerald and Mr. Ehrhardt 


made this point. But in their apparent haste to. 


align. themselves with the Dyer group they: lost 
sight of the issue before them, and some ques- 
tionable rules went into the books. .

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For What They Are Worth 
Missouri Republicans are a good deal more 


specific about major issues than the Democrats . 
in the new state party platforms. It is as if the 


state G.O.P. wishes to make clear what it will do 
while the Democrats are content to mention what 


‘they have done. 


On civil yights, the Republicans boldly pro- 
pose a Missouri fair employment practices law. 


The Democrats merely say they are “committed” * 


to individual rights. 

On labor, the Republicans urge amendments 
to the King-Thompson law forbidding utility 
strikes—a law passed by*a Republican legisla- 
ture. The Democrats simply say they are in “full 
sympathy” with labor’s efforts to improve work- 
ing conditions. 

On state parks, the Republicans urge a change 
in the present system of political control and 
operation. The Democrats say nothing. 

The contrast could be drawn through other 
matters. And it is a double contrast, because it 
reverses the situation with regard to the two na- 
tional party platforms. In them the Democrats 
proved more willing to get down to cases than 
the G.O.P. bie! 

Presumably the Missouri Republican party 
decided on a straightforward approach because 
it faces a hard campaign against a strong Dem- 
ocratic ticket in this state. Herbert A. Trask, 
Post-Dispatch state political correspondent, says 
the “victory-hungry Republicans” are appealing 
for Negro, labor and farm votes. Their platform 
is drawn that way. . 

Platforms, of course, are not the only test of 
a party’s intentions. Eying the farmers, the Re- 
publicans promise state aid to rural roads, while 
the Democrats merely offer “further gains” in 
the highway system. Yet it was the Demofrats 
who enacted the recent good roads program 
and too many Republicans opposed it. . 

But the recent Democratic Legislature did not 
do too much else to enhance the party’s record. 
The specific pledges made by the G.O.P. offer 
a challenge to the party in power. Now the vot- 
ers will measure the promises against the can- 
didates. 
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As to Trusting Jenner 

Gen. Eisenhower seems happy in the thought 
that Senator Jenner of Indiana has pledged him- 
self, in the event that he is re-elected and the 
General becomes President, to do as the White 
House tells him whenever requested. 

Since this pledge holds out the promise of the 
complete reversal of Jenner’s record piled up 
over a period of six years. it means that Jenner 
is willing presumably to go back on everything 
he has said and done. In other words, what he 
up to now said he did not,believe—or what he 
says now he does not believe. 

What would make Gen. Eisenhower or any- 
one else think he could possibly trust such a 
man? Would Gen. Eisenhower have trusted such 
an officer in his military headquarters? 
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Mexico’s Prisoner Plan 

The most interesting question about Mexico's 
proposal for settling the Korean war prisoner 
deadlock is whether Mexico had any reason to 
believe that such a plan might get somewhere. 

The suggestion is that prisoners not wishing 
to go home should be allowed to emigrate to 
neutral countries until a final settlement of the 
war is reached, at which time they could go 
home or stay in their adopted country as they 
wished. 

On the manbien: there seems to be no reason 
why such a plan would not satisfy the United 
Nations truce negotiators. But would it satisfy 
the Communist side? Did Mexico in proposing 
it have any information suggesting that it might? 
Or is the plan.just a shot in the dark? 

If the Communist objection to the U.N. posi- 
tion on prisoners is a substantive one, arising 
from fear that unreturned prisoners would ulti- 
mately be incorporated into anti-Communist mili- 
tary forces, the Mexican plan would offer assur- 
ances against such a development. If the 
Communists simply are unable, for propaganda 
reasons, to face the fact that many of their com- 
rades don’t want to go home, then of course 
the Mexican plan offers little beyond others 
that have been suggested. 

Shot in the dark or no, any honorable plan 
for ending the prisoner deadlock is welcome. 
The U.N. is ready to discuss any such plan. Can

It would be interesting to know the ex- 
act process by which certain resolutions 
are drawn up and adopted by the Ameri- 
can Legion in convention. A study of 
some of these fesolutions from time to 
time may lead to doubt whether they accu- 
rately represent the thinking of the Le- 
gion membership. 

This, of course, is true of all large organ- 
izations which must set forth their beliefs 
by delegation, periodically assembled in 
convention. It is often true of the major 
political parties. 

But it is of curious interest with regard 
to the Legion when a resolution deals with 
socio-political matters, because Legion 
membership necessarily covers an exceed- 
ingly wide range of socio-political belief.

Rubber-Stamped Resolution 


. In conventions of several thousand most 
of the work must be done by committees, 
and in many cases, subcommittees. Often 
a handful of men will determine the course 
of action. It is difficult for the individual 
delegate, unless he is of some prominence, 
to express his. view. Extensive debate 
must be limited, and there is a tendency 


to adoption of resolutions, and even to 


election of officers, by acclamation. \ 


Thigis the shortcoming of large conven- 
tions in general, and the Legion can hardly 
be an exception. Unfortunately, it results 
sometimes in resolutions, intended to ex- 
press a national group feeling, which are 
not thought through, and which in some 
instances are erroneous in their approach. 


Such seems here to be the case with a 
resolution in New York directed at the 
American Civil Liberties Union. There 
may have been debate on this resolution 
on the floor, but if so, it was so scant it 
did not impress the newspaper men cover- 
ing the convention. Their news stories do 
not mention debate. 

The resolving clause of this resolution 
asks that the Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee and the Subversive Control Board 
and the Attorney General “investigate 
(and expose) the questionable record of 
subversive activities” of the Union to learn 
if it “may be propeyy classified as a Com- 
munist or Commurist-front organization.” 
If the finding is positive, the Legion urges 
that the Union and its personnel be prose- 
cuted under the Smith Act and the McCar- 
ran Act. 

Now- suspicion of subversion is clearly 


a relative, and seldom an absolute. Sus- 
picion in general in our common experi- 
ence is often based, not on substantial evi- 
dence, but on a series of impressions, in 
which the attitude of the recipient is con- 
trolling. That is why courts were devised 
in the first place, and it is the foundation 
of our presumption-of-innocence principle. 


How would such a suspicion arise with 
regard to the American Civil Liberties 
Union? 

The loudest squawkers in America today 
for strict application of the protections 
contained in the Bill of Rights are the 
Communists. They are fanatic in their 
a of these freedoms—in the United 

tates. 


Bill of Rights Protects All 


True, some of us who are not Commu- 
nists are also unalterable believers in the 
Bill of Rights... We believe the 10 Amend- 
ments apply to everybody, even Commu- 
nists. We are against any exception, indi- 
vidual or group, convinced any exception 
tends to undermine the Constitution and 
our whole American freedom. 

But we non-Communists are perhaps 
more polite about it than the Communists 
are. We are simply stubborn. So out- 
wardly the Communists seem by the 
thoughtless to have made the Bill of Rights 
their baby—which is one of their oldest 
tricks with the principles of a free society. 

Is it not an easy shift for the thought- 
less, then, to suspect that any one who 
works around the clock for the Bill of 
Rights must be a Communist, or a tool of 
Communists? 

The purpose of A.C.L.U. (not to be con- 
fused with the Civil Rights Congress) is 
to conduct a defense when there is reason 
to believe civil liberties are being in- 
fringed by hysteria, or by careless or cal- 
lous operation of the law. It has success- 
fully defended thousands of such cases 
over many years, many not involving po- 
litical belief. 


A.C.L.U. Welcomes Investigation 


It excludes Communists from its boards 
and staffs as totalitarians who don’t give 
a tinker’s dam for civil liberties. It has 
worked for years with Government agen- 
cies, including the FBI. In recent years 
it has defended many Communists because 
won of them are lately in trouble with the 
aw. 

Its public answer to the Legion resolu- 
tion is adequate on this point: “The only 
thing about Communists which it ever de- 
fends are their civil liberties . 

The A.C.L.U. welcomes investigation, but 
says the resolution is “preposterous.” If

It had received the recom- 
mendation of a joint commission 
which studied the problem, but it 
was beaten today by a vote of 
laymen. 

Clergymen who were delegates 
favored admission of women 4314 
to 26%, with 10 “divided.” But 
the laymen voted against ad- 
mission 30% to 341 with 13 
“divided.” 


Question 6 Years Old. 


The question of women as dele- 
gates first came,up six years ago 
when Mrs. Randolph Dyer of St. 
Louis appeared at the general 
convention in Philadelphia as a 
deputy and was seated after con- 
siderable debate. 

Three years ago, however, four 
women delegates were denied 
seats at the general convention in 
San Francisco. 


A dispute resulted and the mat- 
ter was referred to a joint com- 
mission for study. The commis- 
sion recommended that the term 
“layman” be changed to “lay 
person” or “lay delegate.” 

There are no women in the 
Episcopal Church clergy and 
clergymen make up half the 
House of Deputies. 

Before debate on the issue, be- 
gan, the women of the Church 
presented a check for nearly $2,- 
500,000 for missions at a big 
united tHank offering service of. 
Holy Communion at the Boston 
Garden. 


Church Union Plea. 


Leaders of the Church of Eng- 
land and the Methodist church 
came before the convention yes- 
terday to plead the cause of 
church union. 

The most Rev. Geoffrey F. 
reliigous head of the Church of 
England, saw little chance of suc- 
cess, however, for “schemes of 
reunion” involving the total ab- 
sorption of two or more churches 
into one another. 

Methodist Bishop Ivan Lee Holt 
of St. Louis was somewhat more 
optimistic about a possible union 
of the Methodist and Protestant 
Episcopal churches. 

Bishop Holt told the House of 
Bishops of a study by: the Protes- 
tant Episcopal joint commission 
on approaches to unity and the 
Methodist commission on church 
union: He said: 


“We bring you a ‘document, 
proposed by a Methodist layman, 
showing how nearly identical are 
our rituals, and the histories of 
our beginnings, as churches in the 
United States of America.” 

Bishop Holt told the Episcopal 
bishops “as an individual, I am a 
suppliant because all my life and 
ministry I have wanted to see your 
church and mine united. As a rep- 
resentative of my church, I am 
not a suppliant because my church 
is too conscious of its influence 
and strength in the life of the na- 
tion to be a suppliant.” 

Bishop Holt urged that both 
churches follow the recommenda- 
tion of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury and work toward finding a 
way to intercommunion.

HERE’S an old adage: “Evil associations corrupt good manners.” 
T That apparently can happen to candidates for the high office

Eisenhower: He got mud on his

Blockson Chemical Co. has be- 
gun ‘the new operation at its 
plant southwest of here for pro- 
duction of phosphate chemicals. 
Uranium recovered will be sold 
to the AEC. The plant, operated 
since 1928, makes chemicals used 
in the manufacture of household 
detergents and various industrial 
fluids. 

The rare element uranium, vital 
raw material for atomic bombs 
and peacetime atomic energy, now 
is obtained by the United States 
and its allies mostly in Colorado, 
the Congo and Canada. A few 
years ago. it was found in small 
amounts in the Florida Bone Val- 
ley formation and in the Phos- 
phoria formation in Idaho. 

Available in Small Amounts. 

This marine phosphate rock 
contains only two-tenths to four- 
tenths of a pound of uranium for 
each ton of rock, the AEC said 
in an earlier report. But AEC- 
sponsored experiments have 
shown it is practical to recover 
these small amounts through rela- 
tively minor changes in the indus- 
trial processes of plants like that 
of the Blockson company. 

They use about 1,000,000 tons 
of phosphate. rock a year in the 


so-called “‘wet process” to manu- 


facture phosphoric acid. Phos- 
phate rock is “digested” in. sul- 
phuric acid to produce the phos- 


phoric acid. The dissolved uran-} 


jum is extracted from the fatter. | 

In the ‘Blockson project, the 
company itself undertook research, 
engineering and construction of 
the new unit. It uses phosphate 
rock from Florida. The firm be- 
gan a five-year contract with the 
AEC. Sept. 1 to supply the recov- 
ered uranium tothe commission, 
only legal customer for the rare 
element in the United States. 

Phosphate rock used in produc- 
tion of sodium phosphates is only 
a small amount compared to. the 
quantity used in making concen- 
trated commercial fertilizers. 
AEC~-sponsored research is con- 
tinuing to seek a means of recov- 
ering uranitm from this source.

The AEC’s program for spur-

He said the novel was mailed 
in parts because prison rules 
limit the number of words that 
can be mailed at one time. 

The novel is the story of a 
plane crash in Labrador. 

“I was always a fanatic for 
aviation,” he said. “The idea for 
my book came one day back in 


wry ary 1950 while was lying on 
y cot. 

Back in January 1943 there 
was a lot in the newspapers about 
an American transport command 
plane down in the wilderness. of 
northern Quebec. 

“My novel is based on that idea 
—but it is staged in Labrador. 

“The story centers around the 
five days the crew spends waiting 
for a rescue—their loyalties to 
each other, their thoughts,” 

The letters Preyer showed told 
of the publisher’s enthusiasm for 
the novel. 

“Everyone here was enthusias- 
tic for the expert way in which 
you kept the suspense to the very 
end,” one letter said while an;

Preyer said that his knowledge 
was from books. “I’ve read com- 
pletely, not just skimmed, hun-

The prisoner said he could

PROGRESSING INU.

But Professionals Are Wary 
of Damage Suits by Those 
Who Want It Dry. 


NEW YORK (UP) — Many 
authorities say man definitely 
can produce rain from the sky 
provided he has a cloud of the 


right kind to work with, But any. 


man messing. around with the 
weather in areas criss-crossed 
with city and farm interests, had 
better watch his step or he will 
find himself under a steady rain 
of law suits. 

In the mountain and desert 
states of the West, where towns 
are far apart and rain helps 
everyone, professional rainmakers 
are numerous. The best available 
statistics show they have con- 
tracted to produce rain if and 
when they can over more than 
one third the area west of the 
Mississippi. 

East of the Mississippi, the pro- 
fessional rainmakers are very. few 
in number and are disinclined to 
advertise their prowess, in con- 
trast to their western brethren. 

116 Suits in New York. 

One firm is the Wallace E. 
Howell Associates. Dr. Howell 
was employed by New York City 
in 1950 when:its reservoirs were 
threatening to run dry. It rained 
more than. the normal amount 
that summer and he ,is named 
along with the city in 116 pending 
suits asking $1,250,000 in dam- 
ages. The plaintiffs are farm- 
ers who didn’t need so much rain 
and resort keepers whose busi- 
mess always is hurt by rain. 

What is needed before profes- 
sional rain-making can progress 
are court precedents establishing 
degrees of responsibility and a 
national law or uniform state laws 
that will permit drouth areas to 
save themselves by rain-making 
if they can, even if adjacent 
areas get so much rain it hurts 
certain kinds of business. 

The freshest objective word on 
rain-making comes from Dr, Ber- 
nard Vonnegut who—with two 
other scientists of General Elec- 
tric Company, Dr. Irving Lang- 
muir, a Nobel Prize winner, and 
Dr. Vincent J. Schaffer—conduct- 
ed pioneer experiments beginning 
in 1946, although the first experi- 
ments of the kind were conducted 
in Holland in 1930. 

' Writing in the year book of the 
iAmerican Technion Society, he 
| described the series of experi- 

| ments, both in the laboratory and 
lin the field, which demonstrated 
conclusively that man can make 
it rain provided he has a super- 
cooled cloud, and not —" 
a large one. 

How Rain is Made. 

Such a cloud produces rain nat- 
urally when its conditions are 
right. It is made up of many tiny 
droplets of water. These condense 
into large drops which break up 
an unstable situation. But to con- 
dense, there must be condensing 

| particles which in nature are ice 
|crystals, But many super-cooled 
; clouds contain no particles and 
| the scientific poe of rain- 
imaking was to provide them by 
“seeding”/ the cloud. 

First, it was solid carbon diox- 
ide, or dry ice. Later silver iodide 
was proven even more practical 
because it could be sent into the 
atmosphere from the ground in 
clouds of its own to deal with 
whatever super-cooled clouds it 
encountered. Vonnegut wrote that 
“one gram of silver iodide proper- 
ly dispersed is enough to seed 
about 100 to 1000 cubic miles of 
| super-cooled cloud.” The appar- 
} atus needed is simple and the 
costs small.

TERMS BALDNESS 
HEREDITARY, SAYS 
THERE IS NO CURE 


CHICAGO (UP)—Dr. Otto Ratt- 
ner, noted dermatologist at North- 
western University, attributes 
baldness to heredity and said to 
“count the bald barbers” if you 
are tempted by hair tonic adver- 
tising. 


He said no effective cure has 
been found to remedy or: delay 
baldness in men. 

Baldness is passed from father 
to daughter, who acts as a carrier 
and transmits it to her son, Ratt- 
ner said. 

The subject of falling hair long 
has been clothed in mystery and 
superstition, Rattner said. He re- 
lated the biblical story of Samp- 
son, whose muscles melted with 
each snip as Delilah sheared away 
his locks, 

Rattner cited “remedies” which 
have been tried through the ages. 

An Egyptian salve consisted of 
equal parts of the fats of a lion, 
hippopotamus, crocodile and ser- 
pent, he said. “Ashes of little 
frogs, applied suddenly, cureth 
the fall of hair,” was taken from 
an old text. 

Bald spots in later days were 
rubbed with the middle bark of 
an elm tree, with watercress or 
even Dy sve followed by applica- 
tion honey ‘and boxwood. 

Treatments today include the 
mange cure, creosote or choleste- 
rol, with perfume, quinine, tar 
and other ingredients added, 
Rattner said. 

But none of the treatments has 
produced “satisfactory results,” 
he concluded. 


PMA TO BEGIN SHIPPING HAY 
TO ARKANSAS DROUTH AREA 


CHICAGO (AP) — Emergency 
shipments of hay to farmers in 
drouth areas of Texas and Ar- 
kansas will begin immediately, the 
Chicago office of the Production 
and Marketing Administration 
says. Farmers in five other drouth 
states—Kentucky, Tennessee, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama and Georgia— 
already are receiving hay through 
the emergency program begun by 
the Department of Agriculture in 
August. 

Hay is being bought by county 
PMA committees in Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Iowa and Michigan, the 
PMA said. It is being bought in 
response to orders placed by 
farmers ‘with their local PMA 
committees in southern states. 

Farmers fh the drouth area pay 
$36 a-ton, or less, depending on 
the kind of hay they buy, the 
PMA said. Losses involved in 
buying the hay, paying shipping 
costs and selling at ceiling prices 
are being borne by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture out of presi- 
dential emergency funds, the PMA 
reported. .

FOULED UP BY FIRE ALARM 


DAWSON CREEK, B. C. (UP) 
—Firemen at this Alaska High- 
way community ignited a shallow 
pit full of waste oil in prepara- 
tion for a fire fighting. demon- 
stration. 

Just as they were ready to 
show their stuff, the town fire 
alarm blared. The firemen gath- 
ered up their equipment and 
raced off to the call .of duty.

Anglo-Saxon “weard,” keeper or 
guard, going back to the root 
mea to guard or watch. 
Shakespeare illustrated its al- 
ready ancient usage in his allu- 
sion to “the best ward of mine 
honor.” Accordingly, we have the 
“warden” as a guardian or keeper 
—one who formerly functioned in 
capacities other than the warden 
of a prison, as for example, “the 
wardens on the battlements.” 
Nevertheless, the warden seems 
rarely to have been a very popu- 
lar figure; in one of the comedies 
of Beaumont and Fletcher, Lon- 
don audiences of the seventeenth 
century were regaled with the 
wigh to have'a certain character 
“roasted like a warden.” 

The sense of “ward” as a cer- 
tain territory, as in allusion to'a 
political ward, comes from “ward” 
in olden times as a defensive 
position, and the gradual modifi- 
cation of the term to stand 
simply for the division or district 
of a county or town.

Don't Do It by Halves

ON’T do it by halves is a 

good decorating rule. A color 

scheme, for example, isn’t the 
success it should be when the 
room wears half of one color and 
half of another. 


Instead of equal amounts of two 
colors, use most of the quietest 
color, less of another color and 
least of a third, more eye-catching 
color for spice. 


In furniture, too, half-and-half 
proportions often aren’t as grace- 
ful as they should be. Avoid the 
table that has:a shelf or stretchers 
half way down, and look for one 
with its shelf or stretchers either 
above or below the center line. 


The most graceful chest has 
drawers which are shallower at 
the top and deeper toward the 
bottom, and the same proportions 
are best for bookcose shelves. ~«

But it varies in severity from a quietly 
voiced objection, to loud screams of terror which waken 
a whole household and which can be quieted only with the 
greatest difficulty. 
How common are such complaints? How early do they 
' begin? How can they best be dealt with?—parents ask us. 
Even by 3 years of age, and sometimes earlier, children 
: begin to report that they have been dreaming. Some 3-year- 
elds are wakened by their dreams, but as a rule these dreams 
are not particularly disturbing. The 31-year-old may do quite 


a bit of dreaming, and may be disturbed by it, but as a rule 
he merely calls out and is easily quieted.

AT 4 THERE MAY BE LESS DREAMING, but by 4% to 
5 years it frequently increases in amounts and in severity. 
And it is the 5-year-old who perhaps is oftenest really dis- 
turbed, and disturbs others, by his bad dreams or night terrors. 
For dreams and nightmares definitely invade the sleep of 
many 5-year-olds. 


Many a child of this age awakens screaming, and has dif- 
ficulty in coming out of his dreams and in coming awake even 
with his mother right by his side. 

Some, even when quieted and comforted, do not awaken 
fully and cannot report their dreams or tell what is bothering 
them. These are probably the ones ‘wae have severe night- 
mares. 

Others who may simply have dreamed of dangerous wild 
animals who seem to chase them or of strange, bad people 
who appear at their windows, can usually wake up fairly quick- 
ly and are usually quieted fairly easily. They often can tell 
their dreams, either on the spot or the next morning. (Some 
_ children tell us of such elaborate dreams that we suspect a 
’ little fiction of getting mixed up with the dream.) 
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AS A RULE, no matter how terrified the child may be 
when he first calls out, you will shortly be able to quiet him. 
Especially if you remain calm and confident and do not let 
yourself be disturbed lest there is “something wrong.” 


The 5-year-old may haye considerable difficulty in going 

back to sleep after such an episode, and may need considerable 

_ soothing and his mother’s continued presence until he is safely 
asleep again. 


Five may be the worst age for this sort of episode. By 
544 or 6 many-can wake up and run into mother’s room where, 
in many cases, they can tell their dream and after a short reas- 
suring snuggle go back to their own bed, Others may need a 
longer visit with mother—but the terror is usually much less 
intense and more easily quieted when the child is 6 years old 
than when he is 5. 

Bad dreams and night terrors may persist in some children 
well beyond this age range, but many after 7 can experience 
bad dreams and, still not be awakened from their sleep.

CERTAIN pair of defenders 
gave a certain declarer a 
rough time on the following 
hand in a recent duplicate match. 
North, dealer, 
Neither side vulnerable. 


hAQI4 

Every South in the field landed 
at three no-trump, usually on such 
Straightforward biddings as one 
diamond by North, two no-trump 
by South, three no-trump by 
North. 

Some Wests opened a heart, 
others, a club, and the outcome 
was the same: at least nine tritks 
for North-South. 

Only one West shied away 
from both of his anemic four- 
card suits and opened the spade 
10. With that beginning, and 
with exceptional co-operation on 
East’s part, the plot unfolded as 
follows. 

South naturally called for dum- 
my’s low spade, and East unhesi- 
tating played the seven. (Not the 
eight—that would tend to show 
up West’s lead as a short suit). 
South won with the Jack and 
naturally took a diamond finesse, 
East, not as naturally but very 
cagily, tossed his diamond deuce 
on the table! 

Now South tried the club fi- 
nesse. West did not hold up his 
king; he won the trick and re- 
turned the nine of Spades. Dume- 
my’s queen was smothered by the 
king, and the spade ace was then 
removed. 

West’s showing out of spades. 
gave South a little pause, but, 
without a periscope that would 
let him see East’s hand, there 
wasn’t much he could do to save 
himself, He cashed the two good 
clubs, then took another diamond 
finesse—and “the ceiling fell on 
him.” Winning with the now- 
blank king, West set the contract 
with spade tricks. 

It is easy to criticize South for 
falling for East’s hold-up of the 
doubleton diamond king, but par- 
ticularly at match-point play, 
where every trick has added 
value, there was nothing wrong 
with South’s technique. It was 
simply his misfortune to run up 
against a combination of a 
shrewd opening lead and tricky 
defense thereafter.
